Sowing of annuals 
should 
begin 
this month. 
Also many of the per­ 
ennials should be 
given 
an early 
start. 
Annuals to be sown are alys* 
syum, phlox, poppies, pansies, candy­ 
tuft, sweet peas, 
pinks, 
larkspurs, 
lobelias, mignonette and others. 
Hollyhocks, foxgloves, 
the dusty 
miller, cineararias 
and 
centaureas 
should be put into the ground. 
This 
will give all these a chance to be­ 
come well 
established 
before 
the 
warmer weather arrives. 
Most 
annuals 
should 
be 
sown 
where they are to remain and there­ 
for should be planted thickly and 
thinned to the required distances. 
Transplanting directions for north­ 
ern gardens are not a safe guide for 
the warmer portions of the south 
which are low getting in their an­ 
nuals because they 
do 
not 
stand 
transplanting in this clim ate as they 
do in the cooler spring weather of 
the north. 
The annual offering of annuals In 
the seed catalogues grows more al­ 
luring each year and this year’s lists 
have some unusually attractive vari­ 
eties,
